FATAL GAS “EXPLOSION, 
‘Three Pérsons Killed aid Many 
Woanded. 

A Columbus, Ohio, dispatch of the 
24th inst. savs: Three people were 


killed and thirty wounded, more or 
less seriously, by an explosion of nat- 
ural gas in this city early this evening. 
Some of the injured are in a critical 
condition and may die. A few min- 
utes after § >’clock the fire department 
was called 'to the éorner of High and 
Main streets, where it was said the 
explosion had occurred in a one-story 
dwelling. corner of Wall and Noble 
allevs. Excited crowds of onlookers 
ru-hed into the narrow allev with the 
firemen and pushed up to the house, 
from which cries were heard coming. 
Imimediatelv afterward an explosion 
rent the air and a sheet of flame burst 
from the building on the northwest 
corner of Noble and Wall alleys, and 
ip an instant a mass of bricks, beams 
and stone that constituted the two- 
story building were flying through the 
air. The scene was terrible. People 
fled, shrieking, in every direction, 
while the alley was instantly covered 
with a mass of debris, from which 
came cries and moans of the injured, 
and everything was confusion. As

isearching through the mass of brick 
and timbers for the unfortunate vic- 
tims, Three were taken out dead.

Lively Fight in World’s Fair 


Committee.

York Oity. 


The World’s Fair Wrapgir. 

By Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—There was 
another protracted struggle in the 
House Committee on the World’s Fair 
to-day, out of which New York came 
victorious. The battle 
as the sub-committee reported to the 


began «a8 soon 


full committee that it had not recoim- 
meuded either of the propositions re- 
referred to it, and asked perinission to 
franve a bill providing for the Fair in 
1892, and leaving the question of its 
site for further settlement. This was 
finally adopted aftera lively discussion. 

Bowden was present for the first 
time. 

Springer ndnatlent the report, charg- 
ing that the committee was violating 
the spirit of the instruetions by the 
House, which meant that the resolu- 


‘tiod providing for the selection of a 


site shonld berreported back im'three 
days. He repeated what he had al- 
ready said touching the dangers of a 
delay. 

The New York newspapers, from 
the account of the proceedings of the 
Legiclature at Albany yesterday, say 
that al) the money for the fair would 
be furnished by New York City; that 
New York representatives were wait- 
ing anxiously to hear from the Legis- 
lature; that Messrs. Flower and Bel- 
den had telegraphed to act at once, 
and that delay meant danger and the 
loss of the fair to New York. 

Mr. Springer said that the commit- 
mittee was asked to sit here and do 
nothing until the New York Legisla- 
ture had leisurely acted upon the prop- 
osition. When that was formulated 
the representatives were to go into the 
House’ and that New York 
asked no financial aid from the Gov- 
ernment, and thus use their fifteen 
million fund Columbiad to build up 
other cities. He was surprised to see 
representatives of these cities surren- 
dering their prospects and acyuiescing 
in that program. 

Flower, in reply, said Springer had 
been taunting the committee with 
delay. but it might pay to wait 15 days 
ii the Government saved a million 
dollars a day, as it would if the Leg- 
islature acted favorably upon the bill. 
Continuing, Flower said that Bowden 
had just came from the sick bed and 
Hatch, another member of the com- 
mittee, was still sick. It was not fair 
to the committee to expect it to rush 
along with so important a matter-until 
all its members were acyguainted with 
the subject. The other members of 
the committee could at least have the 
epportunity Hitt had bad to study the 
subject before undertaking to report 
their plan to the House, and they 
should not be deprived of that right 
by vielding to the desires of one city 
(Chicago). 1t is proper and prudent 
that the House should decide that 
there would be a fair discussion before 
an attempt was made to fix the site. 
Otherwise, after naming the site, the 
malcontents might succeed in defeat- 
ing the main proposition, and there 
would be no Fair. 

Hitt replied briefly, urging prompt 
action. 

Bowden thought he had all the in- 
formation necessary for his guidance, 
and, to the delight of the Chicago 
men, he ranged on their side and 
moved as a substitute for the report of 
the sub-committee the Springer rese- 
lution, which provided for a bullot in 
the House next Monday. 

Again the Chairman narrowly es- 
caped committing himself by voting. 
The -vote to be taken would have re- 
sulied in a tie—3.to 3—necessitating 
his casting the deciding vote, but just 
at this moment Belden, who had been 
absent, walked in‘ and cast his vote 
aguinst Bowden’s motion. and the 
Chairman was relieved of the ee 
of voting.

THE STOCK SITUATION. 


Parts of 


HReports From Various 
the Country. 

The Winnemucca Silver State of 
the 22d inst. says: G. F. Turritin, 
who was taken down with la grippe at 
Cane Springs while on the way to his 
stock range, in consequence of which 
he returned to town yesterday without 
reaching the range, reports that sev- 
eral of the sheep owners in that vicin- 
ity have not, as yet, lost many head, 
the snow not being near as ceep out in 
that locality as in many other places. 
He predicts there will be no great loss 
to stockmen in that vicinity. 

In a communication to KF. Reinhart 
from J. G. Tavlor, whose sheep are in 
the vicinity ef the Antelope country, 
he states that the snow is not more 
than eight inches deep and the stock 
not suffering for feed so far. 

It is reported that Reconzone & For- 
gnone are not losing many sheep, but 
have a large band of horses on the 
way to Winnemucca, where they in- 
tend to feed them until more favorable 
weather appears.

BREAKFAST MUFFINS. 


Several Tested Rules for Making Three 
Good Varieties. 

With little doubt the most delicious of 
all breakfast muffins are the old-time 
English muffin, which is never eaten in 
perfection except fresh from the toast- 
ing fork, the English cook never think- 
ing it possible to serve this favorite 
breakfast dish unless it is first split and 
toasted by the fire. They are reallya 


bread dough, well floured, baked in a: 


ring on a slow griddle, then turned and 
baked on the other side. This leaves 
the center hardly done, and the muffin 
is split and toasted on the inside. Served 
with coffee they are peculiarly sweet. A 
few English bakers in New York City 
make a specialty of serving these muf- 
fins at their lunch counters. It is bet- 
ter to attempt something else you do 
know well than attempt to make this 
bread at home unless you are sure. Like 
French bread, it seems to be a secret of 
the bakeshops, and there are 80 many 
other breads that housewives do make 
better than. the baker that it is hardly 
worth the time learning to make these, 
which can be bought in perfection. In 
this country a muffin usually means a 
cake bakedin forms in the oven. We 
give several tested rules for these: 

Raised Wheat Muffins.—Melt a table- 
spoonful of butter into a pint of warm 
milk, stiritinto a quart of flour, add 
two well-beaten eggs, a teaspoonful of 
sugar and one of salt. Finally add half 
acup of yeast and beat the batter thor- 
oughly. 

Corn-meal Muffins.—This is a rich 
corn muffin like those made of yellow 
mealin New England. Sift a liberal 
cup and a half of wheat flour, a cup of 
yellow meal, half a teaspoonful of salv 
and two teaspoonsful and a half of 
cream tartar together twice thoroughly 
tomix them. Beat to a cream a third 
ofa cup of butter and a half cup of 
sugar, and add to them three eggs well 
beaten, and finally a pint of milk into 
which a liberal teaspoonful of soda has 
been stirred. Add the dry ingredients 
to this mixture, stirring very thorough- 
ly! Pour into greased muffin tins and 
bake half an hour in a quick oven. 

Graham Muffins.—Sift one and one 
half cups of wheat flour, two teaspoons- 
ful of cream tartar and one of soda, a 
teaspoohful of salt and three teaspoons- 
ful of sugar on a cup anda half of gra- 
ham flour. ftir into the dry ingredi- 
Beat 
well and bake in muffin tins. Rye meal 
is delicious made by this rule.—N. Y. 
Tribune. 


STYLISH TABLE LINEN, 


Various Colored Table-Cloths and Nap- 
kins That Are Now Popular. 
There are fashions for table linen 
just as there are fashions in millinery. 
There are certain articles that are used 
on the table which are always fashion- 
able. ‘There are some articles which 
will be popular for a few months and 
then go out of style altogether. Fine 
white damask table-cloths are always 
fashionable. They should always be 
used. They may be handsomely em- 
broidered, fringed or edged with lace, 
they may fall quite to the floor or just 
a half a yard over the edge of the table. 
Napkins for the table should match 
the cloth. They should be fine and 
large and laundered without starch. 
Fruit napkinsare alwayscolored. Finger 
bowl doilies are just six inches square, 
including the fringe or hem. They 
should be made of a nice cloth, linen, 
lace or the richest silk. Sometimes they 
are embroidered with sketches. 
Old-fashioned turkey red cloths and 
hapkins are now very much used far 
lunch and tea. Other popular colors 
are pink, yellow, light blue and drab. 
Then there are sets of open work, the 
table-cloth of whith is used over a 
colored lining. Some sets are of the 
very finest linen, trimmed with lace, 
and some are of fine damask with the 
family’s monogram wrought in colored 
threads, either in one corner or on the 
middle of the cloth a few inches from 
the center fold. 
~ For eggs, rolls, corn and so forth, nap- 
kins are generally about half a yard 
long. > Some are envelope shaped, while 
others have one end turned under and 
the other ornamented to lay over the 
article. They are made of coarse linen 
and are hemmed. Napkins for trays 
and carving napkins are made either in 
white or colored wash silk thread and 
are fringed or banded with quaint de- 
signs.—N. Y. Mail and Express. 


THE RUSTLESS PROCESS. 


An Ingenious Invention Which Adds Many 
Years to the Life of Iron. 

The rustless process, which has been 
until lately an experiment, has now 
demonstrated that great economy can be 
used, not only in ice-pipes but in every 
article where iron is used. In the past 
year over 2,000,000 kettles have been 
subjected to this process in Pittsburgh. 
The method is very peculiar. After the 
article is made it is put into a furnace 
about 3%¢ feet high, 15 feet long and 8 
feet broad. The furnace is made in an 
oval shape, air-tight. After the iron has 
been in the furnace for two hours, and 
it has attained almost a white heat, the 
air that comes through the regenerators 
and air valves is shut securely off, and 
the furnace is made air-tight. 

After the air has been shut off the 
superheater, which is located in the 
combustion chamber at the rear of the 
furnace, and at right angles from the 
air valves, is opened and the furnace is 
filled with steam and kept in this con- 
dition for eight hours. At short inter- 
vals a small valve is opened so as to al- 
low an exodus of steam in the furnace, 
allowing fresh steam to be put into the 
furnace. : 

When the articles have been ten hours 
in the furnace there has been accom- 
plished the formation of magnetic oxide 
upon the iron surface. They are then 
put into an acid well, which is the last 
treatment.—Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
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Cotton Stalk Fiber.
